SECRET HEARING FOR BANKERS 
BY STATE EQUALIZATION BOARD 


Rule of Publicity for Applications 
for Cut in Taxes Upset on 
Becker’s Motion.

JEFFERSON CITY, March 12. 


—The State Board of Equalization, 
by a vote of 3 to 2, today granted 
an executive hearing to a commit- 
tee representing the Missouri 
State Bankers’ Association, on an 
application for reductions in the 
assessments of banks for taxation, 


contrary to the Board’s practice of 
having applicants for tax reduc- 
tions state their reasons in public 
hearings. This departure from 
the custom of the board followed 
a “stgestion by some of the 
bankers that the presence of a 
newspaper reporter at the héaring 
would not promote “free and 
frank” discussion of their tax as- 
sessments. Members of the board 
who voted for an executive hear- 
ing were Secretary of State Becker, 
who made the motion for an exec- 
utive session; Attorney-General 
Shartel, and State Auditor Thomp- 
son. The other two members, who 
yoted for a public hearing, were 
Gov. Caulfield and State Treasurer 
Brunk. The bankers object to as- 
sessment of their assets at full 
value, as required by law. They 
contend that banks are assessed at 
full value while other business en- 
terprises arerassessed at less than 
their full value. The bankers are 
urging that they be permitted to 
make their tax returns on the basis 
of the actual or market value of 
their assets, instead of the book 
value,

There were about 125 in 
the group which .reached the vil- 
lage. Here about 100 townsmen 
with flags, garlands and music re- 
ceived the marchers. — 

Two places have been set aside 
in the village for the party, one a 
rest house and the other a place for 
meals. 

Defies Government in Speech. 

Gandhi in a speech at  Asilali 
called. the “message of salt,” de- 


said the Gov 
arrested his lieutenant, Valla-Bhai | 
Patel, for his intention of address- 
ing &@ public meeting. 

“Let the Government arrest me 
for actually doing so,” said Gandhi. 

Gandhi said the salt tax was 
collected stealthily and therefore 
amounted to theft. His followers 
must be prepared for the worst, 
even death, in their campaign for 
the removal of the salt tax. Con- 
cluding, Gandhi said he hoped he 
had left his seminary at Ahmada- 
bad for good and ‘that ‘possibly he 
was addressing them for the last 
time,

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INFANT DAUGHTER 
SHILED AT PLAY 


Strangled to to Desth When 
Clothing Catches and! 
Hangs Her From Slide 
in Yard. 


Mary Anne,: 2-year-old daughter 
of Dr. and Mrs. Anthony B. Day, 
107 Aberdeen place, was strangled 
to death in an unusual accident to- 
day when her clothing caught and 
suspended her as she was playing 
on a slide in the rear of her home. 

Mrs. Day had been in an upstairs 
room, bathing her other child, Tom 
Wyles Day, 1 year old. Efforts to 
revive the child were of no avail. 

The apparatus, similar to others 
found in playgrounds, consisted of 
a slide or chute-the-chute, the top 
of which ig reached by a ladder. 
After climbing the ladder, one is 
supposed to sit down, let go of the 


grips and slide; usually feet tore} 


most. This particular slide was 
about six feet high and 10 feet. 
long. 

Mary Anne was playing on and 
around the slide with several chil- 
dren of the neighborhood. No 
adult was supervising their play. 
‘Mrs. Day was busy with her son, 
and a.nhurse and cook also were 
occupied in the house, 

“It was between 9:45 and 10 
o’clock when I heard the children 
scream,” Mrs. Day said. ‘I was 
on the third floor. The nurse came 
to. me and told me ‘what. hap- 
pened. 

“T rushed.out and found Mary 
Anne suspended from a projection 
at the top of the ladder. It ap- 
peared that she was preparing to 
slide when her coat caught on the 
projection, throwing her off to one 
side, pulling her clothes up around 
her neck and shutting off her 
breath. 

“I took her down and drove her 
in my car to St. Luke’s Hospital. 
where doctors worked over her for 


artificial respiration, but it did no 
good. They said death probably 
was instantaneous.” 

Dr. Day, who had left home, was 
notified. Mrs. Day was prostrat- 
ed.

The Reichstag later, by a rising 
yote, also approved the German- 
American agreement by which Ger- 
many’s reparations payments to the 
United States are regulated. 

The Young plan measure now 
only requires President von Hin- 
denburg’s signature and publication 
of the ratification in the Official 
Gazette before the plan, by which 
the financial aftermath of the 


World War will be liquidated, will 
become law, so far as Germany is 
concerned. 

The plan becomes effective in 
Germany immediately with the 
substitution of the Young plan an- 
nuities for the Dawes plan annuli- 
ties from the day of Germany's rat- 
ification. 

The plan, however, does not go 
into intérnational effect until rati- 
fied by the other Powers. It. will 
call for a cessation of the Repara- 
tions Commission in Germany. The 
withdrawal of the foreign commis- 
sioners from the Reichsbank and 
foreign control of the Federated 
Railways. 

The Reichstag also passed the 
Polish liquidation agreement by a 
vote of 236 to 217. There were 
eight abstentions. 

An opposition motion to refrain 
for two months from promulgating 
the Young plan legislation found 
the support of 173 members of the 
Reichstag, which are sufficient, but 
the Government parties immediate- 
ly countered by introducing a mo- 
tion declaring the Young plan and 
the connected legislafion “urgent.” 
This means that if the National 
Council (Reichsrat) also votes it 
urgent, as seems certain, President 
von Hindenburg may promulgate it 
despite the cpposition’s motion. 

The Reichstag approved the 
Government's course by a vote of 
248 to 170, with 19 abstentions, 
after a Communist motion for “no 
confidence” had been easily de- 
feated, 


Under the Young plan, which 
was signed in Paris June 7; 1929, 
the paymenfs which Germany must 
make to the Allied Powers for the 
1iext 69 years were fixed. Dele- 
gates reprosenting six creditor na-« 
tions, the United States, Great 
Britain, Franoe, Belgium, Italy and 
Japan, then signed the report with 
the representatives of Germany. 

The Young plan superseded: the 
VDaweg plan, under which 8S. Park- 
er Gilbert had been Agent Genera) 
tor Reparations. 

The plan, which took its name 
from Owen D, Young, called for a 
reduction of the reparations an- 
nuitlies during thé next 87 years, 
from approximately $600,000,000 to 
an average of approximately $492.,- 
v00,000. Annuities of $408,000,000 
were recommended for the last 22 
yeara, subject to the profits of the 
Bank for Internationa] Settiements 
created under the agreement. 

Under the plan, the final liqui- 
dation of the World War would be 
completed in 1989. During the 
years from 1929 Germany would 
hand over to her creditors in 
money and goods nearly $24,000,- 
000,000. 

The changes in the original ex- 
perts’ report made at The Hague 
political conference met objection 
by Dr. Hjafnar Schacht, president 
of the Reichsbank, who threatened 
that the Reichsbank would not par- 
ticipate in the International Bank. 
However, he abandoned his posi- 
tion eventually, but last week re- 
signed as president of the Reicha- 
bank, contending that Germany 
would suffer under the amended 
plan. He was succeeded by Dr. 
Hans Luther, former Chancellor.

Search for Yellow “Nymphaea.” 

It was the hope of opening up 
this new range of horticultural) 
achievement, Dr. Moore related, 
that led the garden into the search 
for the yellow “Nymphaea.” in 
botanical literature was found 
mention of one yellow species, the 
Nymphaea Stuhimannii, discovered 
by a German botanist named 
Stuhlmann at “Uniamweni, Gunda 
Mkali, bet Bibisandes,”” in 1690. It 
was not fecorded again, and the 
only specimen in civilization was a 
dried plant which Stuhlmann sent 
to the Berlin Herbarium in the 
year he found it. 

Letters to Séuth African bot- 
anists elicited nothing but discour- 
agement.

No more insidious peril than Grundyism has ap- 
peared in the Senate since the Republic was found- 
ed. The Pennsylvania Senator was the most no 
torious industrial lobbyist in Washington before he 
was appointed to the Senate. With that appoint- 
ment his effrontery increased. When he moved into 
the Senate office building adjoining the Capitol, 
he took part of his lobby staff with hith., One mem- 


| ber was placed on the Government payroll. Another 


has testified that he is paid jointly by Grundy and 
the Manufacturers’ Club of Philadelphia. Still oth- 
ers, receiving their pay through the American Tariff 
League, are using Grundy’s senatorial office as a 
base of operations. , 

When originally confronted with these charges, 
Grundy attempted to deny them. He endeavored 
to convey the impression to the Senate that _ these 
people were merely “visitors/’” The Lobby Lnvesti- 
gating Committee very promptly ascertained that one 
of the “visitors,” Warren F. Doane, was receiving 


$500 a month from Grundy, and kept his desk and- 


files in Grundy’s office. When Senator Blaine of 
Wisconsia accused Grundy of having attempted to 
deceive the Senate, the Pennsylvania lobbyist-states- 
man took the bull by the horns and acknowledged 
thé facts. He admitted that he had moved these peo- 
ple into the Senate office building, and that his ob- 
ject in doing so was to influence the writing of the 
tariff bill. He added: 


If there were more men like Mr. Doane that I 
could get—if I could get half a dozen like him to 
help bring arguments and statistics that would 
persuade the Senate to put higher rates in this 
bill—I certainly would want to have them. I 
have no apologies whatever to make for the re-' 
lationship, of the manner in which his services 
have been performed. 

_ Concerning the manner in which they have been 
performed, there exists some doubt, but as to the re- 
sults, no doubt whatever. To the activity of this lob- 
by; which Grundy grafted onto the Government by 
making it a part of his official staff, is attributed the 
Senate's reversal on the sugar and cement duties and 
the changed alignment that now threatens to wreck 
all the coalition’s painstaking labor of the last six 
months for a decent tariff bill, As Senator Blaine 
said: : 

The evidence shows beyond a doubt that a 
plunderbund was organized outside the Senate 
by special interests, by which they now propose 
to boost the tariff rates on oil, sugar, lumber, 
cement, aluminum, chemicals, plate glass and 
a/whole category of commodities. f challenge 
anyone to dispute that a deal has been made. 
The evidence is too plain. — 

By intimidating here and témpting there, the lob- 
by was able to weaken the coalition until it no longer 
commanded a majority. But it did’not rest there: 
it actually succeeded in having its desires and 
hatreds declaimed on the floor of the Senate through 
the nrouth of a Senator, Arthur Faubel, secretary of 
the American Tariff League, told the lobby commit- 
tee with unconcealed pride of having ‘prepared ma- 
terial for a three-hour speech in the Senate de- 
nouncing the coalition and demandihg higher and 
still higher rates on industrial products. That speech 
was delivered by Senator Goff of West Virginia, but 
not, as Faubel testified, until there had been somé 
discusstom as to whether it could be more effectively 
delivered by Goff or some other Senator.

Facéd by such a state of affairs, we do not see 
how the Senate can refuse to act.

still remain, which are the most unsightly. Hav- 
ing gotten rid of the wires on Vandeventer for 
esthetic réasons, it is probably not wise to put 
them up again. I doubt if there is any ordinance 
to authotize the board to permit erection of 
poles, uniess it is the specific authority of the 
car line franchise, and that seems to have been 
abandoned. 


To take anything from the attractiveness of* the 
new Vandeventer avenue would be a backward step. 
The street railway company is operating busses there; 
it is doing a good business with them. It is pre- 
posterous that it should ask permission to string all 
these overhead wires and innovate another form of 
transportation. -

test.” He makes the devastating charge 
that thege exciusive institutions are 50 
prejudicing their graduates against  wife- 
hood and motherhood that they are cutting 
off the next generation from its natural 
Supply of first-rate minds; they are culti- 
vating the individual at the clear cost of 
race deterioration and are responsible for 
policies which if carried much further will 
have done more harm to the home than aiy 
other single influence in modern society. 

The charge is a serious one, and it is ap- 
parently supported by cdnclusive data. He 
finds clear proof that the women’s colleges 
are guilty of “the wholesale suppression of 
matriage among the selected best of the 
nation.” 

The first question that raises itself in the 
face of his depressing array of facts is 
whether we are not, after ali, just being 
confronted again with the age-old tendency 
of the controlling social group to disappear 
through a declining birth rate. Ever since 
the Emperor Augustus failed 2000 years ago 
in his pleas to the best Roman stock to 
perpetuate itself by larger families, in- 
stances have multiplied to show that the 
biological penalty of social success is death. 
Thirty years ago Benjamin Kidde’ “Social 
Evolution” offered elaborate proof that hu- 
man evolution is not, ana cannot be, pri- 
marily intellectual for the reason that the 
intellectual elements of any population 
always show a retarded rate of propaga- 
tion.

The most startling proof of the imminent 
dying out of the early American is pro- 
vided by the studies of Baber and Ross of 
Wisconsin. In their “Changes in the Size 
of American Families in One Generation” 
they find that wheréas the fertile famiilies 
of a generation ago averaged 5.44 children 


‘each, the corresponding avérage for the 


present generation iy but 3.35 per family, a 
decrease of nearly 40 per cent in a single 
generation. When allowance hag been 
made for childless families the absolute rate

Since ‘the art interest of women leads 
naturally to concern about beautiful house- 


hold arrangement, well-designed dress, and 


well-bred manners, as well as to good taste 
in pictures and music, we are led to wonder 
whether this interest in its broadest senaze, 
the enthusiasm for beauty and order, the 
feeling for balance and proportion, should 
not be made the cornerstone of sex differ- 
entiation in highér education. 


If we may grant this apparent difference 
in favor of woman's greater natural ea- 
pacity for art intérest, it would appear log- 
ical that when this capacity is given full 
play in her college education the resulting 
product will be an alumna who-is some- 
what readier to face life as a whole, to 
share such social responsibility as marriage 
and such personal risk as the bearing and 
rearing of children, because she will have 
experienced early in life the intense satis- 
faction of becoming absorbed in creative 
work. Certainly there is nothing more en- 
dearing to the mate of the opposite sex than 
personal devotion to creative pursuits. 

Much further investigation would be 
needed before such conclusions could be 
stated with final confidence, but I strong- 
‘ly. suspect that the woman who approaches 
her occupation with the art interest prom- 
inently in mind will live nstore happily, 
marry. and have more children than the 
‘one who seeks only the ultimate reward of 
a Phi Beta Kappa key or a sterfle business 
position. The college which fails to provide 
conspicuously for the special cultivation of 
her primary creative capacities, whether in 
intellectual, domeStic, or physical depart- 
ments, is guilty of a crime against nature. 
It ia reducing the tife satisfaction and minl- 
mizing the biological appeal of those who 
have the moat to give to the race.
